The survey was conducted 
by the Federal Home Loan 
Bank of .Chicago and the 
above figure pertains to an 
average loan made by 
Illinois savings and loan 
associations with a 20 per 
cent down payment for 25 
years. 

Many Illinois lenders have 
consistently lent home 
®ortgage money at some of 
the lowest rates in the 
country, ranking in the 
lowest third of United States 
lending, according to the 
Home Loan Bank Board 

Some analysts believe 
current rates represent the 

ak and that interest rates 
will fall later this year. 

The cause of this month's 

ord interest rate co ling 
can be traced to inflation and 
the government's effort to 
combat it, Morton said. 

Mortgage interest rates 
fluctuate with the supply and 
demand for funds. In. its 
effort to curb inflation, the 
Federal Reserve Board has 
tighted the nation’s money 
Supply, resulting in higher 
overall interest rates. The 
lending institutions, whose 
primary sources of mor- 
tgage funds are savings, find 
they must pass on their in- 

creases costs. 

Even at record high interest 
rates, Morton cautioned that 
any savings that may be 
obtained by Illinoisans — 
from waiting to buy a house 


when interest rates decline 

could be more than offset 
by inflationary rises in the 
purchase price of housing. 

If a family wishes to buy a 
house costing $43,750, with a 
20 percent down payment, it 
would have to borrow 
$35,000, The monthly 
payment at 10 percent in- 
terest for 25 years would be 
$318, excluding taxes and 
insurance.

should be noted, however, 
that the revenues generated 
by these expansions are in 
the future — National Steel 
plans to complete its new 
program in 1981.. And the 
taxes available from these 
expansions, to all intents and 
purposes, will come in a year 
after completion 

It should also be noted that 
much of the value of these 
expansions will be in the 
category of corporate per- 
sonal property and the future 
status of tax revenues based 
on that type of property is 
certainly not assured 

It cannot be argued 
(denied) that each of these 
buildings has great at- 
tachment to many patrons of 
this district. There is no way 
to answer these human 
feelings, because everyone 
has empathy with them. 

There were additional 
legitimate questions at the 
hearing that should be ad- 
dressed. The following seem 
to paraphase those that have 
bearing on the matter of the 
district's position, or con- 
cerns about curriculum, 
facilities, ete. 

1. Has the * district 
borrowed money to operate 
each year? 

This is true in. the last 
three years. It is this ac- 
cumulative borrowing .that 
now finds the district at- 
tempting to further control 
expenditures. 

It is projected that the 
district will soon be 
borrowing on second-year 
tax warrants unless it is 
successful in its efforts to 
turn the matter around, or to 
at least control revenues and 
expenditures so as not to 
increase the amount of 
money’ that must be 
borrowed. 

The use of second-year tax 
anticipation warranis is not, 
in, our opinion, a fiscally 
sound method of operating 
schools and would, in all 
probability, eventually 
result in more drastic steps 
than currently recom- 
mended. 

2. What emergencies or 
long-range expenditures can 
the district expéct? 

Since emergencies are 
circumstances that are 
expected, a direct answer 
cannot be given. Long-range 
expenditures would include 
negotiation settlements with 
the various employee groups 
in the employment of the 
district 

These groups must be 
given reasonable increases. 

Building repairs, capital 
outlay items, and supplie 
can only be curtailed for so 
long. 

Unless the district can 
keep its credit rating good — 
as it is now — the interest 
rate demanded would in- 
crease and creditors would 
be more hesitant to loan the 
district money. 

Second-year warrants, as 
second mortgages on an 
individual's home, are not 
considered preferred risks. 

3. Isn’t closing of schools a 
desperate measure? 

Desperation is a matter of 
degree. Closing facilities 
that can be closed to save 
money now — and still retain 
program for all the pupils — 
is not desperate when 
compared to alternative 
future action of closing 
buildings, curtailing 
programs, and increasing 
class sizes far and above 
those being proposed. 

4. Wouldn’t curtailing 
programs be less drastic? 

Programs are the heart of 
an education system’s 
service to pupils. Facilities 
are just containers for pupils 
and programs. 

Some programs, because 
of marginal enrollments and 
extremely cost factors, will 
undoubtedly be reduced so 
that other programs serving 
more pupils at a more 
reasonable pupil _ex- 
penditure ratio can be 
retained. 

Some programs are 
mandated by law and cannot 
be curtailed. When and if we 
come to that point of 
drastically curtailing 
programs, every pupil in the 
district will lose. If buildings 
can be phased out, major 
programs can be retained. 

For example, a! com- 
bination of programs that 
could be curtailed — to reach 
the same dollar amount 
obtained in closing the three 
facilities being considered — 
would be all learning cen- 
ters, all elementary physical 
education, all high school 
athletics, and all elementary 
vocal music and band. 

It again should be em- 
phasized, this is only an 
example. Any combination 
of programs could be joined 
together to reach the amount 
of money being considered. 

5. Is it not the-board’s 
responsibility to base its 


decision on the community’s 
needs and opinions? 

The board should and does 
take the community’s 
concerns into consideration 
in making decisions. 

‘The community is made up 
of individuals and groups 
having varied opinions on 
each issue. 

The board does consider 
the community’s needs. The 
board does make decisions 
based upon those needs as 
they affect the entire 
community and especially 
its children. 

All members of the 
community do not usually 
concur with these decisions, 
since there are differing 
opinions of what the needs 
consist of on any given issue. 

6. Has the administration 
studied cuts in the ad- 
ministrative staff and 
facilities? 

Yes, and the board will 
receive these reports. It has 
been stated that all levels of 
staff will be affected. 

It does not seem logical to 
phase out the facility now 
housing the  district’s 
business operations, since 
they must be housed 
somewhere. By having its 
present facility, the district 
has been able to buy and 
store in large enough 
quantities to save money on 
its purchases 

7. Will increasing class 
sizes decrease individual 
quality of teacher in- 
struction? 

In a recent report to the 
board, based upon nation- 
wide research, it was the 
general conclusion that there 
was no concrete evidence to 
justify small class sizes 
except for pupils with cer- 
tain learning problems. 

A review of the class sizes 
proposed by the transfer of 
pupils will indicate that the 
average class size in the 
district will still be 
reasonable, and within the 
bounds found acceptable in 
the research mentioned 
above. 

8. Can the board project 
how many staff are eligible 
or will * take early 
retirement? 

There are 64 staff mem- 
bers eligible for early 
retirement. There is no way 
to know the exact number 
who will take advantage of 
this until March 17. 

Although several have 
already notified the board of 
the acceptance of this 
program, all 64 cannot be 
expected to retire this year. 

If all did retire, it would 
still not solve the problem 
To take advantage of -the 
potential savings, staff 
would have to be reduced — 
and this is best accomplished 
by combining attendance 
centers. 

9. Does the board believe 
that using a junior high 
building to house 5th and 6th 
graders is acceptable? 

Many school districts in 
the state house kindergarten 
through eighth grade in the 
samé building. These junior 
high-pupils (11 to 13 years of 
age) play with the older 
elementary children in the 
neighborhood sand lots and 
playgrounds. 

The junior high pupils will 
start before the elementary 
pupils and will be dismissed 
after the elementary pupils. 

The 5th and 6th graders 
will have their own wing, 
including restrooms and a 
learning center room. It will 
be administered by the 
Logan principal with the 
additional advantage of the 
Prather staff. 

It is a change for pupils in 
this district, but it is not a 
new concept. At one time 
Central School, in this 
district, housed 6th graders 
along ‘with junior high 
students. 

In fact, many junior highs 
— “middle schools’* — house 
grades 6-8 as the normal 
grade span, with pupils 
mixing together. 

10. Can Logan handle the 
increase in numbers? Will a 
class be separated by a 
curtain? 

Yes, Logan and Prather 
together can handle the 
ing@rease. 

The idea of a curtain 
separating aroom is a rumor 
and has absolutely no basis 
in fact. 

11. Will busing of pupils 
greatly increase the cost and 
will this offset the savings? 

The additional number of 
pupils to be bused due to this 
proposal is minimal and the 
vast majority of pupils will 
still reside within the 
preseribed walking distance 
for all pupils in Community 
Unit 9. 

This conforms to the laws 
of the state. Cost for ad- 
ditional buses would be 
slight, compared to the cost 
of building operation. 

12. Will the pupils at- 


~Money from 


tending classes in Prather be 
held in the building all day? 

They will receive the same 
recess privileges other 
Logan pupils receive. This 
may differ from the practice 
followed at Washington. 

13. Where will 5th and 6th 
graders eat lunch? Have 
gym? 

In the cafeteria and gym at 
Prather. This will be with 
their classmates and not 
junior high pupils. 

14. Did any outside firm or 
agency have any influence 
on closing Washington or 
McKinley? 

No, again these are 
rumors. This does not rule 
out, however, the district 
talking to anyone in the 
future about the possible 
purchases, 

If any of the facilities 
should be sold, the proceeds 
would be deposited with tax 
funds for use in operating the 
district. 

It should be further 
pointed out that the district 
saved the taxpayers money 
when it transferred Central 
to another taxing body, thus 
saving it the. necessity of 
purchasing ground and even 
taking additional property 
off the tax rolls. 

15. What happens if: an 
overpass should increase 
traffic flow? 

This would be handled as it 
has with other similar 
situations in the school 
district (Maryville, Park- 
view, Wilson). 

The safety and welfare of 
the pupils are always 
foremost in the district's 
thoughts and can be 
demonstrated by the history 
of this district. 

16. Will pupils who are 
bused have to cross a high- 
way? 

Pupils living along high- 
ways are picked up on their 
side of the highway. 

17. Where has the lottery 
money gone that was to go to 
the schools? 

The lottery money goes 
into the general funds of the 
state and not directly to the 
schools. The schools receive 
these funds 
along with other state- 
financed programs. 

18. How many board 
members’ children attend 
McKinley? 

None. However, if they 
did, the proposal would still 
have been made. 

19. Is the district out of 
money? Why not admit it? 

The district is in a position 
of borrowing money to un- 
derwrite its operations. this 
is not unusual, since most 
schools borrow. It is not 
unethical, - immoral or 
illegal, but rather is sanc- 
tioned by law. 

The district has been 
telling the public of its plight. 
There have been no attempts 
to hide the information. 

A summary of the opinion 
slips turned in at the meeting 
indicated the following: 


Favor closing Stallings, 
two 

Favor closing 
schools, 36. 

Opposed to 
Washington, 36. * 

Opposed to 
Stallings, 78. 

Opposed to closing all 
three, three persons. 

Opposed to re-zoning, four. 

Opposed to closing 
McKinley, eight. 

Opposed to closing Pon- 
toon area schools, one. 

Name signed and no other 
indication, nine. 

Favored closing McKinley 
but opposed closing 
Stallings, one. 

Total of opinion slips at the 
public hearing, 178 

There have also been 
numerous letters received 
and these will be recorded. 
Copies have been forwarded 
to the board, along with the 
minutes of the hearing 

The question of whether to 
phase out one or more of the 
buildings presented earlier 
to the board must now be 
addressed. 

To retain the facilities as 
operating units at this time 
does not appear to be 
financially sound. We know 
of no large increases in 
revenues forthcoming. 

The phasing out of these 
facilities will still not allow 
the district to fully balance 
its budget. However, not to 
close the facili will lead 
to further deteriorating of 
the financial status now 
projected, unless major 
programs are to be deleted. 

It is possible that future 
closing, redistricting and 
other reductions of ex- 
penditures may have to be 
considered after next year. 
This, of course, depends 
entirely upon funding from 
the state and other sources of 
revenues, such as taxes and 
federal aid. 

While these closings affect 
the elementary level, the 
administration will come in 
with further staff reductions 
affecting all levels of em- 
ployges. 

After due consideration of 
my previous reports to the 
board, and after analyzing 
the real concerns of those 
who spoke at the hearing last 
Tuesday night, and while 
feeling great empathy for 
those concerns, I still must 
conclude that the best in- 
terests of all children in the 
entire district will best be 
served by phasing out 
McKinley, Stallings 
Washington Schools at the 
end of this school year and 
changing the boundary lines 
at other attendance areas as 
follows:

preparedness passes test 


The St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center staff usually prac- 
tices its emergency drill 
routine at 10 a.m. on the first 
Tuesday of each month. 

The test run is coordinated 
with the sounding of Granite 
City’s network of warning 
sirens — activated at that 
time unless threatening 
weather prevails 

Bernard T. Pinney, 
hospital safety and security 
director, said the regular 
drill was delayed 30 minutes 
Tuesday to coordinate with 
the statewide exercise and to 
expand the hospital’s role by 
including a larger segment 
of the staff and visitors. 

Visitors arriving or 
leaving the hospital were 
held in lobby areas until the 
12-minute test was con- 
cluded, he said. 

Patients being discharged 
likewise were delayed from 
leaving the building until the 
test was over. 

Two spotters were 
assigned to a roof watch, and 
one was placed at the top of a 


stairwell facing southwest, 
the usual approach path for a 
tornado, Pinney said. 

Observers toured the 
hospital complex during the 
alert, recording various 
procedure points in con- 
nection with conditions 
under the test situation 

In addition to Sister Mary 
Thomas, also officially 
observing the test were 
Roger Franck, an assistant 
administrator, Jim Davis, 
business office manager 
whose staff was in charge of 
manually operating 
elevators, and represen- 
tatives of the Nursing 
Education staff. 

Members of the public in 
the hospital at the time of the 
test responded well to the 
emergency routine, Pinney 
said. 

“One mother, who possibly 
thought it was the real thing 
rather than a drill, carried 
her youngster from his 
hospital bed and into a 
hallway,” he noted. 


Staff members and 


visitors in the cafeteria or 
coffee shop also were 
required to evacuate the 
areas and wait in a hallway 

Pinney said that in the 
rooms of bedfast patients, 
the drapes were closed over 
windows, and beds were 
pushed together 

The bedside curtains also 
were drawn around the beds 
to protect patients from 
flying glass. Doors were left 
open 

“Everything looked very 
good, and we received full 
cooperation from the 
patients, staff and the 
public,’” Pinney said af- 
terward. 

Patients and hospital 
personnel were out in the 
corridors on each floor and 
youthful patients in 
pediatrics were moved in 
their beds or cots into the 
hall 

“The staff appeared to 
have everything under 
control,” the safety director 
concluded. 


He agreed that‘a woman employee of 
the Granite City office prepared cer- 
tification documents claiming her

The remainder of the $34.7 million 
loan will be credited to the RTA in lieu 
of state road fund payments for the 
student half-fare subsidy program, 
Thompson said.

She said she believes the incident was 
caused by ‘a general misun- 
derstanding in the office” on benefits to 
which employees were entitled, coupled 
with a new office manager who she said 
was unfamiliar at that time with the 
procedures. 

The employee who claimed improper 
benefits was promoted by the office 
manager from a post of part-time 
adjudicator to permanent full-time 
adjudicator status after the state in- 
vestigation started, Mrs. Miller agreed. 
But, she added, ‘‘The lady is. an ex- 
cellent adjudicator. I have reviewed 
her work and have found she is very 
good at her job.” 

Adjudicators decide, in questionable

“If she had known the rules then as 
well as she knows them now, I am sure 
this would not have happened. 

“There are so many who seem to 
have been involved in the misun- 
derstanding that I do not believe ther 
was deliberate intent to defraud here,” 
she said.

The nucleus of the proposed depart- 
ment would come from the education 
division of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. HEW 
-Secretary Joseph Califano, who would 
lose a sizeable segment of his empire if 
education were) removed, is in a 
touchy position since it is 
president's proposal. 

“Publicly, he has to be for it, but 
privately he is oppased to it,” Erlen- 
born said, “I do not think you will find 
him up here on the Hill buttonholing 
members to vote for it.” 

Erlenborn also sees thin support for 
the new department in the Govern- 
ment Operations Committee — where 
he said the battle lines will be drawn if, 
as he expects, the bill clears the Senate 
in March.

School board in best position 
to decide on cost cut methods 


To the Editor 

I attended a_ public 
meeting Tuesday, Feb. 27, at 
the community high school 
auditorium called by ovr 
Board of Education to 
discuss the financial crisis of 
Granite City Community 
School District 9. 

It was my. understanding 

that the purpose of that 
to determine 
the public’s sentiment as to 
this crisis should be 
approached. Various 
alternatives were suggested 
by the school administrators 
and the testifying public. 

Do we consider’ closing 
three grade schools; do we 
merge North and South high 
schools; or could the cost of 
services be reduced by 
contracting to private firms 

The basic question is how 
can we maintain our high 
level of educational _per- 
formance and at the same 
time provide some relief to 
the already overburdened 
taxpayer. 

In 1968, a bond issue was 
passed for the purpose of 
additional classrooms. It 
was projected that 
enrollment would increase 
from 14,713 students in 1968 
to 20,029 in 1978. 

But what has happened is a 


complete reversal of our 
school enrollment. In that 
ten-year period in which the 
increase was projected, our 
enrollment has been reduced 
to 11,583 for 1978. 

In fact, our average daily 
attendance is approximately 
3,500 less than it was in.1968. 

In that. same period of 
time, our number of certified 
employees — full and part 
time has increased from 
759 in 1968 to 903 in 1978 

I was informed that ap- 
proximately 82 percent of the 
school budget goes for 
salaries. This is not to say 
that I think the individual 
teacher is overpaid. 

However, I ask myself, 
“Why do we have 144 more 
teachers than we had in 1968 
with about 3,500 less 
students? Do we need the 
number of schools today with 
the drop in enrollment and, 
particularly, why do we have 
two more schools in 1978 than 
we did in 1968? 

I believe that a meeting to 
inform the public of the 
alternatives facing the 
School Board was desirable 

However, knowing 
historically the apathy of the 
general public to participate 
in a public meeting and 
public affairs only when they 


are directly involved, I am 
sure the School Board 
recognized that all the 
testimony given at this 
meeting was given by people 
that were directly involved 

I am not saying these 
people should not have been 
allowed to express ‘them- 
selves. What I am saying is 
that the School Board, by. 
their expertise and by virtue 
of their elective positions, 
should know what the facts 
are to make the proper 
decision. 

The School Board has a 
responsibility to the com- 
munity as a whole and not 
only to those who are 
directly involved at the 
present time. 

I believe there is no one 
better informed than the 
members of the School 
Board, and there is no one in 
a better position to deter- 
mine what necessary steps 
are needed. 

Whatever 
made, it will 
everyone happy. But if this 
decision is based on 
documented facts, I am sure 
they will have the support of 
the community as a whole.

Nameoki fines 
not immense, 
town is told 


An idea that once looked 
like it might produce a flood 
of money for the Nameoki 
Township Highway 
Department now appears 
more likely to bring only a 
few small drops in the fund 
bucket for Highway Com- 
missioner Frank Mehelic’s 
projects. 

In January, township 
officials agreed to check into 
the possibilty of getting fine 
money from Madison County 
for traffic violations that 
were committed on township 
roads. 

It was believed the 
citations would produce 
thousands of dollars each 
year which could be added to 
Highway Commissioner 
Mehelic’s budget 

Mehelic’s department has 
been plagued with money 
problems because of severe 
winters and the damage to 
township roads. 

Township Supervisor 
Harold Davis asked the 
Madison County state’s 
attorney’s office to deter- 
mine what money the 
township was eligible’ to 
receive. The request was 
turned over to Assistant 
State's Attorney Don Smith 

Smith will report back to 
Davis within the month on 
how much money the 
township|can get, but he 
suspects it won't be much, “I 
would think the amount 
would be negligible ... I 
would'seriously doubt if they 
could get $100 a month.’’ 

Smith’ said the county will 
gladly surrender any fine 
money the township is en- 
titled to, but said he believes 
it probably will not behoove 
Nameoki to bother with 
trying to collect it 

“Most townships don’t 
bother with it because they 
don’t think it’s worth the 
paperwork and 
bookkeeping,” he com- 
mented 

Smith said the only money 
Nameoki would be entitled to 
would be from citations that 
were without question 
written for an offense which 
occurred on a township road 
Although there are 59 miles 
of roads maintained by 
Nameoki Township, Smith 
said they probably won't 
deliver much money 

The assistant state's at- 
torney said because of 
manpower problems, the 
Illinois State Police and 
Madison County Sheriff's 
Department cannot 
frequently patrol the rural 
roads which are maintained 
by the township. 

But the fine amount will be 
boosted somewhat because 
of a township-funded 
supervisor of safety unit 
which operates in the 
Miracle Manor area 

Smith ‘said. Godfrey 
Township also has a town- 
ship-funded patrol unit and 
a much bigger township than 
Nameoki and yet it earns a 
maximum of only about $200 
each month through fine 
money. 

So what had looked like it 
might be a bonanza for the 
township seems abruptly 
transformed. 

Mehelic, who has already 
been forced to issue a $30,000 
tax anticipation warrant to 
operate his department this 
year, said he is grateful for 
any help. “We need any 
extra money we can get,” he 
said.

Inflation is causing con- 
struction costs to increase 
$2,500 a day, according to 
Lesar, Although: planning 
has been going on for several 
years, the building did not 
receive final approval from 
the governor. until last 
August.

Members of the General 
Assembly who also engage in 
a profession such». as 
medicine or law would have 
to disclose what special 
areas of economic interest 
they represented but not 
necessarily the specific 
clients. 

Finally, Reilly and McPike 
propose an enforcement 
mechanism for the Ethics 
Act, which currently has 
none. 

McPike says, “We feel 
elected officials have an 
obligation to be open with the 
public about the sources of 
their income and about their 
assets and liabilities, so 
voters can make an in- 
formed judgment as to 
whether conflicts of interest 
exist. 

“1 do not mean to imply 
that most officials have such 
conflicts — most do not. But 
the public’s lack of in- 
formation inevitably breeds 
suspicion and distrust.””

Presently, the state funds 
one dollar for every three 
county dollars, whereas with 
this bill the state would 
match the county dollar for 
dollar.

firms and church groups. 

Because of the subject 
matter, children under 14 
years of age will not be 
admitted to the program, 
Bill Smithson, Wilson PTA 
president, emphasized. 

Wilson PTA became 
wholeheartedly involved in 
.the serious problem of child 
abuse when _ statistics 
showed that abuse and 
neglect cases were rising 
substantially in the im- 
mediate area. 

| Unpleasant as it is to face, 
Madison County ranks 
second behind Cook County 
ifi having the highest number 
of reported child abuse and 
neglect cases in the state of 
Tilinois. } 

“St. Clair County ranks 
third highest in the state. 

Official .sources stress 
these figures represent only 
the reported cases, with 
unreported instances of child 
abuse far outnumbering 
those which are part of the 
official record, 

Again dealing with only 
reported figures, cases of 
‘child abuse and neglect in 
Madison County have almost 
doubled from 457 in 1976 to 
890 in 1978. 

About 525 of the 890 cases 
cited neglect of youngsters, 
sufficient neglect to bring 
the instanées to the attention 
of police and children’s 
agencies. © 

The| remaining cases 
Specifically involved sexual 
and physical abuse of 
children, 

Madison County cases on 
record are almost equally 
divided between those oc- 
curring ‘in the northern and 
southern sections of the 
county. 

A. city-by-city breakdown 
of figures is not available 
under the present system of 
reporting, it was learned. 

The abuse and neglect of 
adolescents - children 12 to17 
years of age - also is a far 
more serious problem than is 
generally recognized. 

According to.a new report 
complied by the American 
Humane Association and 
published by the National 
Center on Child Abuse and 
Neglect, some 29 percent of 
the abuse and neglect cases 
reported by 28 states to the 

AHA in 1976 involved 
adolescents. 

Even more surprising, 12 
percent of the 183 reported 
fatalities from abuse and 
neglect occurred fn the 12 to 
17 year old age group, an age 
level when one would 
assume the ‘abused child 
would seek help or: report 
such incidents to authorities. 

This is a- mistaken 
assumption, authorities 
state, 

Unlike the younger child, 
teenagers and pre-teens are 
ne seen as defenseless 
victims. 


“People unknowingly 
bélieve they will fight back 
or ask for help. | 

In some cases, adults may 
think the teenager ‘deserves 
what he or she gets,” so little 
attention is paid. u 

Fiequently, however, 
these teens are emotionally 
ahd often legally defen- 
seless. 

Dr. Brodeur, an_ in- 
ternationally known 

_ authority on child abuse, will 
lecture and show slides 
primarily focusing on abuse 
of the younger child. 

‘He has lectured in Europe 
and Mexico and. at many 
medical conferences in the 
United States on pediatric 
radiology. 

‘He is radiologist-in-chief at 
Cardinal Glennon Memorial 
Hospital for Children, St. 
Leuis, and medical director 
ahd instructor of the 
Dppartment of Radiologic 
Technology at Forest Park 
Community College, St. 
Loui 


{Currently, Dr. Brodeur is 
serving as chairman of 
roject Parenting,” a 
program to aid parents in 
réaring their children that is 
being made available to 
residents in the bi-state area 
through television and radio.

Why do parents abuse 
their children? 

This is the question most 
often asked by those _in- 
terested in trying to find a 
solution to this problem, and 
a lot of experts and a lot of 
children would like to know 
the answer. 

Child abuse and child 
neglect pose a complex 
social problem without an 
easy answer and with any 
number of facts working in 
any single case. 
‘Some reasons given 
authorities for child abuse 
include: The abusers 
themselves often were 
abused as Children; in- 
dividuals find they are 
unable to control their 
destructive feelings and 
actions, 

Frequently, child abuse is 
related to other problems 
within the family, such as 
wife-beating, alcoholism, 
drug abuse or juvenile 
delinquency. 


Child abuse can be 


peeves if the family can 
helped, authorities say. 

Experts in this field 
believe that with the proper 
supporting services many of 
the abusive parents can be 
helped to become non- 
abusive. 

Only about 10 percent of 
the abusers in reported cases 
appear incurable. In these 
instances, the child may 
have to be separated from 
the parent in order to be 
protected. 

While removal of a child 
from a parent sometimes is 
necessary, a more desirable 
approach is to treat the child 
and. parents together, ac- 
cording to Dr. C. Henry 
Kempe, director of the 
National Center for the 
‘Prevention and Treatment of 
Child Abuse and Neglect. 

“We have to treat the 
whole family and we have to 
treat everybody at once,” he 
stated. 

At present, parents in this 
area needing help do not 
have sufficient access to 
programs that could be of 
assistance, Smithson 
stressed, 

Such programs. should 
include child abuse hot lines, 
crisis nurseries and-or a 
erisis center for mother and 
child, a community mental 
health4acility geared to deal 
with .such problems, a 
Parents Anonymous 
Program, parent education 
programs and a_ com- 
prehensive premarital 
counseling service focusing 
upon the responsibilities of 
parenthood, he believes. 

These services should be 
available to all persons, 
regardless of their socio-
